The Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue dismissed 174 employes in 
the 12 months ended June 30. 
Fifty-three were fired for tak- 
ing bribes or gifts and 24 for 
embezzlement.

der announced this Wednesday in 
a "Report to Taxpayers " 


It's 'Rejuvenated' 


Today, he said, close inspection 


of the bureau's 57,587 employes, 
plus administrative reforms have 
made it "already a rejuvenated 
and strong organization."

five billion dollars in 1940 to 40 bil- 
lions in 1948—and that the number 
of taxpayers went up. from 20 to 
80 millions.

into charges of tax squeezes, favori- 
tism and outside activities of/, bu- 
reau employes. Nine out of 64, 
collectors of internal • revenue re- 
signed or were fired. President 
Truman in January submitted a 
reorganization 
plan, which con- 


gress accepted, to abolish' the polit- 
ically appointed collectors and sub- 
stitute directors of internal rev- 
enue chosen through civil service 
procedures.

Snyder's breakdown of "separa- 


tions" in the 1952 fiscal year show- 
ed that besides those charged with 
taking gifts or bribes or with em- 
bezzling, there were 21 let out for 
failure to pay the right taxes; five 
for tampering with government 
records; and 71 for personal mis- 
conduct, improper work or break- 
ing office rules.

Head* Statement 


Truman opened his meeting with 


icporters by reading a prepaied 
statement in which he attacked 
what he called the "one party 
press" for its predominant support 
of the Republican ticket. 


But. he declared, he did'not think 


It mattered too much/''what they 
do" when viewed on past per- 
formances of the press. 


He said the metropolitan press in 


this country, as well as the big 
magazines, have become "big busi- 
ness" which has traditionally been 
Republican. 


Truman said that only 10.3 per 


cent of the 1,769 dally newspapers 
in the United States suppoited the 
Democratic ticket in 1948 and that 
almost all the big circulation mag- 
azines preferred the Republican 
party that year. The situation 
"hasn't changed much," he added. 


Echoes Adlai 


In taking this tack, Truman was 


echoing statements made recently 
by Gov. Adlal E. Stevenson, the 
Democratic presidential nominee. 


Stevenson said he considered, 


however, that he had been given 
good treatment in the news col- 
umns although the editorials were 
predominantly opposed to his can- 
didacy. 


In a similar distinction, Truman 


said he did not give a hoot what 
the newspapers said editorially if 
they gave the Democrats a break 
in the news columns. 


Tniman was asked for comment 


on the victory by Sen. Joseph R. 
McCarthy in the Wisconsin Repub- 
lican primary. He said he did not 
care to make any. 


He also refused comment on the 


decision by Gov. Allan Shivers and 
some other Texas Democrats that 
they will support Eisenhower.

Dr. Thomas T. A. H, Davis, 33, 


who has Polynesian ancestors and 
is an expert on South Sea Island 
lore, is bound for Boston and Har- 
vard university, where he will do 
post-graduate work. 


Davis believes that Polynesians 


in small craft reached Peru in an- 
cient times, and thinks his adven- 
ture partially proves it. He disputes 
the theory of Thor Heyerdahl who 
led the Kon-Tiki raft expedition 
which sailed from Peru westward 
lo add weight to the theory that 
Polynesia was settled by Peru- 
vians. 
"Betwesn ancient Peruvians and 


Polynesians," Davis said, "there 
are no racial similarities."

6,300-mile Midwest swing -that he 
said convinced him the voters want 
a change from the Democratic ad- 
ministration in Washington. 


.He declared in Indianapolis he 


would ask the voters to support 
the Republican ticket from top to 
bottom in the interest of party 
responsibility "in every state* 
visit." 


The general will leave Sunday 


on another Midwest campaign tour. 
The itinerary does not include Wis- 
consin. 


He said at Denver on Aug. 22

I have been suffering at intervals 
from burning tongue. I have been 
treated for anemia with no appreci- 
able results. My general health 
otherwise is quite good. What do 
you advise?—H. S. 


A—The vaiiiic of a hensatinn of 


burning of the tongue may be dif- 
ficult to find. Irritation from rough 
or unclean teeth can be responsible. 
Electric currents from unlike fill- 
ings iif the teeth may also cause 
thin condition. 


Slight infection which does riot 


show much of anything on the 
tongue Is another possibility. Smok- 
ing, or irritating foods, or drinks 
may also be considered. Vitamin 
deficiencies arc'Sometimes respon- 
sible. 


The tongue reflects the condition 


of the digestive tract to some de- 
gree, and so this 1* another possi- 
bility. In fact, there are several 
other possible causes and It may 
be necessary to try one kind of 
treatment after another before this 
unpleasant sensation can be ban- 
ished.

The correct play is to lead a low 


diamond at once in order -to estab- 
lish at least one entry to the dum- 
my.

and returns a club, and South 
wins with the queen.

400 Pounds of Dynamite 
Creates Ditch in Seconds

A marshland three miles north 


of Nachusa was turned into a pint- 
sized White Sands explosives prov- 
ing grounds yesterday afternoon. 


But anybody trying to convince 


residents in an area extending 
many miles around the site that 
there was'anything "little" about 
the blast they heard probably 
would have run into difficulty. 


At 2:55 o'clock the air and earth 


rumbled as a long sheet made up 
of dust and chunks of dirt belched 
into the air. A curving ditch 700 
feet long and more than three feet 
deep then stood where before there 
had been swamp grass, mud and 
water. 


About 50 persons—mostly farm- 


ers—who had watched moved in 
toward the ditch and with com- 
ments of approval watched 
as 


yellow-brown water formed in the 
bottom of aitch and began to find 
its way down b§fween its banks. 


They had watched a drainage 


ditch formed by dynamite and the 
first step taken in reclaiming 
worthless marsh land for produc- 
tive farm land. 


The experiment had been super- 


vised by an explosives icpresenla- 
tlve of the DuPont company on the 
farm of Anton Fiechtl, Rt. 3, Dix- 
on. The farm is operated by Gil- 
bert __ Massey. 


Abput 400 pounds of dynamite 


had^jeen used. Cost of the ditch 
had been about $150—cheap dig- 
ging, according to most of the 
farmers present. 


Two sticks of dynamite had been 


sunk into the ground eveiy 18 inch- 
es in the path the ditch was to take.

Synthetic Fibers Give Tailors, Cleaners, 
Headache; Trade Trained to Use Them 


NEW YORK—</F»—Blending syn- 


thetic fibers with wool or 
cotton 


for winter or summer clothing is 
a growing trend. But the resulting 
fabric often doesn't respond at the 
cutting table and the sewing ma- 
chine as natural fibers did. 


Take dacron. 
All-dacron suits 


were introduced three years ago 
by Witty Brothers. A dacron-wool 
blend fabric was made by Deering 
Milliken, and suits from it by Hart 
Schaffner S: Marx. All. including 
dacron's daddy, Du Pont, report 
many difficulties in learning to use 
t. 


Supply Increases 


The supply of dacron has now 


ncreased to a point where a large 
number of clothing makers will be 
using it either straight or in 
>lends with wool or rayon —and 
eaching tailors how to handle it. 


Finding workable dyes was one 


of the first headaches. They are 
still making progress and prom- 
se more shades next year. 
* 


Then Witty Brothers found that 
he patterns by which they cut 
heir all-wool suits wouldn't work 
with all-dacron. You can't shrink 
the extra fullness out of a dacron 
seam with an iron as with wool. 
So they made new patterns to fit 
pieces tighter together before sew- 
ng. 


Tailors found they couldn't sew 


the fabric of man-made fiber the 


way they were used to. If they did, 
there'd be a pucker which 
the 


stream iron wouldn't take out. So 
they had to train the tailors afresh. 


Two Irons 


And the irons have to be differ- 


ent. In the workshop there 
are 


two sets if irons beside each work- 
man who uses them. 
One is a 


heavy, very hot one for use on all- 
wool where considerable pressure 
can be applied. The other is a 
small, light one. with much less 
heat because dacron melts under 
high applied heat. The only pres- 
sure is from the operator's arm, 
because dacron responds best that 
way. 


Many of the man-made fibers 


have peculiarities the customers 
should know about if he is to be 
satisfied. 
. 


Some are 
washable. 
Others 


should go to a cleaner. 
And the 


cleaner can do a better job if he 
knows what type of fibers are in 
the suit, as some respond 
better 


than others to cleansing fluids. 


Some resist spots, 
some 
spot 


easily. Orion and Dacron will hold 
a crease even in the rain. Some 
other fabrics don't hold the crease' 
well. 


Develop Static 


Temperature affects some of the 


synthetics. In' cold weather a few 
will develop static and cling to the 
body. Some burn easily and others 
will melt In «xtreme heat—as un- 


der a spark from a cigaret, for ex- 
ample. 


But clothing makers are learn 


ing how to handle the synthetics 
to overcome drawbacks, and 
t« 


make the most of the many advan 
tages each of the man-made fiber* 
offers.

for Septembei, but also tut keys 
He&a's the complete list of foods 
si^plentiful now: Pears, giapes, 
lettuce, locally giown vegetables, 
honey, stewing chickens, turkeys, 
fish, non-fat dry milk solids, cot- 
tage cheese, buttermilk, salad oils, 
vegetable shortening, cooking and 
table fats. 


Eveiyone has a favorite way of 


stewing a chicken. We here at our 
house add a carrot, an onion, cel- 
ery tops, 2 cloves, a snip of bay 
le£ and several whole peppercoins 
to the water, besides salt, of 
course. The chicken must simmer, 
never boil. 


Cooking experts of the Buteau of 


Home Nutrition and Home Eco- 
nomics give these suggestions: 


Stewed Chicken 


Use a plump stewing chicken, 3 


to 4 pounds ready to cook (4 to 5'/i 
pounds dressed weight). Get the 
chicken ready for the pan, remov- 
ing head, feet, internal organs, if 
necessary, and preparing the bird 
otherwise for cooking. Leave the 
chicken whole, or cut it in serving- 
size pieces. 


To cook whole—Place the bird 


on a rack in a deep pan. Add 
enough hot water to half cover the 
bird, and salt the water lightly. 
Cover the pan. Cook over low heat 
until the chicken is tender (3 to 4 
hours). Turn the bird occasionally 
frj) even cooking. 


Cook the giblets with the chick- 


en, icmoving them as soon as they 
are done. The liver will be done 
first. 
A 


Slewed chicken is more moist if 


cooled in the broth, bieast down, 
for an hour or so. Thicken the 
broth for gravy. If desired, brush 
whole chicken with fat and brown 
in a moderate oven. 


To cook in pieces—Put pieces of 


e^-ken in a pan and add hot water 
just to cover. Season lightly with 
salt. Cover the pan. Cook over 
low heat until done. Pieces take 
about as long to cook as a whole 
bird. If you like, brown the pieces 
of chicken in a little hot fat in a 
frying pan before serving. 
The Southwest 
Knows How to 
Produce Chili 


Throughout southern California 


and the southwest, chili con carne 
eateis insist they alone know how 
to make this lively dish But let's 
not get hot-headed. Let's listen 
to the advice of an old chili hand 
from Texas. This is what he says: 
•For the best 
results use a 


coarsely ground beef. Chili made 
from hamburger meat, or ground 
fine, is more like mush than real 
chili con carne. 


"Another thing to remember, if 


you want authentic chill con carne, 
1» to be sure that oregano and 
cumin seed are included in the 
blmiu of spices that go to mane up 
chili powder. Read the label on 
th« chill powder to matte sure 
4Me two <so»sonings are included."

From our own Southuent 


One-quaiter pound fresh suet, 


ground, l1^ pounds lean 
beef,

slightly more than three months 
he has been attorney general, 
James P. McGranery has achieved 
no sensations. He promised none. 


When he gave up a lifetime fed- 


eral judgeship last April to suc- 
ceed Atty. Gen. J. Howard Me- 
Grath. at the request of President 
Truman. McGranery made this 
promise: 


"My job will be to restore the 


faith of the American people in the 
government of the U.S. and it 
will be done completely by the 
Department of Justice." 


The Truman administration had 


been scored by scandals which 
General Eisenhower now calls the 
No. 1 issue in the presidential 
race. Because of senate delay in 
confirming his appointment, Mc- 
Granery didn't take office until 
May 27. 


Begins Action 


Since then he has begun some 


investigations and fired a U. S. 
district attorney and a U. S. mar- 
shal in the field. In the justice de- 
partment he has 
made some 


changes but no one has been offi- 
cially fired there although several 
top men have resigned and one 
suspended lawyer quit. 


AH the officials who resigned 


were 
inherited by McGranery 


from the McGrath tegime: Deputy 
Atty.-Gen. A. DeVitt Vanech; So- 
licitor General Philip B. Perlman; 
and three assistant attorneys gen- 
eral: H. Graham Monson, head 
of the anti-trust division: Harold 
I. Baynton, head of the alien prop- 
erty office; William Amory Under- 
hill, head of the lands division. 


Another assistant attorney gen- 


eral, James M. Mclnerney, who 
had been in charge of the criminal 
division, was shifted o\«r to lands. 
Two other assistant attorneys gen- 
eral. Joseph C. Duggan. in charge 
of the executive adjudication di- 
vision, and Holmes Baldridge, head 
of the claims division, still hold 
their jobs. 


Tuo Fired 


McGranery fired one U. S. dis- 


trict attorney, in Topeka, Kan., 
and had the President fire a U. S. 
marshal in Springfield, 111. In ad- 
dition he suspended a department 
lawyer, James Mullally, for out- 
side activities. Mullally resigned 
the next day. 


McGranery has ordered an audit 


of the alien property custodian's 
office: has asked all U. S. district 
attorneys to file with him a report 
on the cases in their office and 
how much time they spend on out- 
side law practice; ordered grand 
jury investigations of alleged sales 
of jobs and promotions in New 
York and Chicago post offices; and 
has ordered several cases—for in- 
stance, involving disposal of sur- 
p l u s government 
property—re- 
opened.
